The trouble with cutting inserts out of tin cans or whatever is that 
they don't have the springy resilience. With such a substitute, you can make 
the knob really hard to push onto the shaft, so you feel like you've got a 


really tight fit. Then as soon as you turn the knob a couple times, it's loose 
and falls right off. 


Old alarm clock mainsrping could probably be ground and filed into the right 
shape, and would work, but that stuff is hard to cut and file. 


However, I found that taking other knob inserts, of the right stuff, and bending 
them for more space-filling hump, destroyed their resiliency, so the COllins 

knob would push on hard and fall off easy. Seems like the spring has to be formed 
to the right 

shape before the final tempering process.

I agree that this is a common failure mode of the 12SQ7/ 6SQ7. and that 

many of the used ones around have this problem. Also true for the 12AV6/6AV6. 
I was fixing up a Silvertone AA5 this week that exhibited an amazing 

range of tube problems for such a simple set. First of all, the B+ was 

low, which was solved by replacing the 35W4. The 50L6GT was gassy, and 

had to be replaced. At this point I thought that was it, but after running 
for a couple of hours cracking and pops ( not affected by the volume 

control) indicated that the 12AV6 was due for replacement. Not having a new 
one on hand, I replaced it with a used one, that was even worse. A third 
tube (also used) seems to be quiet however. While I was doing all of this, 
the heater string would open on occassion. Cleaned all the tube sockets 

and ckecked for cold solder joinst to no avail. So I replaced the only 

two tubes that had not been replaced, the 12BA6 and 12BE6. So far, it has 
worked without incident (and with better sensitivity after the 12BA6/12BE6 
replacement, it is really quite hot for a AA5, a 1kW BC station 260 miles away 
coming in with good volume even during the day using only the built in loop 
antenna). 


Incidently all five tubes tested OK on my Heath tube tester - best way to 
test tubes is in the set. But we all know that......
